Holiday tax 
denial 
by Treasury

After letting the story run 
for a few days, the Government 
last night said value-added tax 
would not be imposed on pack- 
age holidays abroad. 

In a letter to thé president 
ol the Association of British 
Travél Agents,.

MP for Christchurch and 
Lymington, last week suggested 
the boliday tax as an alterna- 


tive to increasing petrol tax by 
20p a gallon, which. took effect 
in last month's Budget.

The Chancellor's letter ex-

The Chancellor wrote : Prices 
far ” foreign package holidays 
already include all appropriate 
tax, including foreign tax on 
those goods and services to be 
supplied abroad, and United 
Kingdom on those supplied 
here, 

*“ United ‘Kingdom VAT is 
essentially a tax on goods and 
services supplied or consumed 
in the United Kingdom, as is 
recognized in the EEC sixth 
VAI directive, which limits 
VAT to goods and services sup- 
plied wîrhin national! territories. 
It would certairly be wrong to 
try to tınpose dolble taxation.”

Laxity and fraud 

Sir Douglass criticism of the Civil 
Servic for poor housckecping is nut 
the first time that much-malizned 
bady has been accused of prolligacy 
and ‘incompetence. 

Few taxpayers would doubt that 
waste is rife within Whitehall but 
occasional cxamples of fraud and jn- 
efficiency hare revealed the extent 
of laxity in certain departments, ' ` 

One of the most severe indictments 
came in rhe trial in 1979 of Burrie 
Wallington Barnes. a Foreian Office. 
baalkskteeper who had used a simple 
technique to defraud the department 
of £384,358. 

Mr Justice Melford Stevenson, thc 
judge, said rhe frauds had been made 
possible by lack, of competent super» 
vision and that random spot checl:s: 
“ zeemed to be rather anacmic 
efforts ", . 

The remedy for the shortcoming. 
of Whitehallîs internal audit prav- 
tices lies in the hands of two bodieî, 
one a part of the country’s privale 
system of goverment, the other in 
the public domain.

at £2.50 a night. If she does 
accept, Arun district council ir 
West Sussex, has told her it 
will demand £534.71 rent 
arrears, but will take no steps 
to recover that while she re- 
mains outside the district. 

«Tn addition, Arun coumcil will 
raise an account against her for 
*“a substantial proporrion” of 
the £4,500 costs incurred by the 
London borough of Sutton in 
providing bed and breakfast 
accommodation. 

In a leıter to Mrs Dawson, 
the council poiots out that it 
will have to repay that sum 
since it has accepted responsi- 
bility for housing: the family. 

The letter was described as | 
“ monstrous " yesterday by Mr 
Nicholas Ravnsford, director of 
the Shelter Housing Aid Centre. 
Ir appeared to be desigıed to 
dsrer Mrs Dawson from return- 
ing to Arun, he said.

Dead prisoner’s 
injuries “not 
self-inflicted 


A prisoaer detained in a 
padded cell at a Birmingham 
jail could have died after some 
one dropped on his stomach 
with their knee, an inquest jury 
heard yesterday. 

Dr Derek . Barrowcliffe, x 
pathologist, said the blcw was 
so severe it caused the man’s 
stomach to burst. 

The prisoner, Barry Prosser, 
a self-employed carpenter, als 
had a perforated gullet, severe 
bruising around his genitals, 
and further bruising to his 
back and feet, 

Most of the injuries could 
not have been self-inflicted, Dr 
Barrowcliffe said. “I do nor 
believe that these injuries 
could by any stretch of the 
imagination be iucluded ir rie 
bracket of reasonable force.” 

Dr Richard Whittington, tha 
Birmingham coroner, told the 
jury that in February a senior 
prison officer had been charged 
with filling Mr Prosser in his 
cell at Winson Green. The 
stipendiary magistrate ruled 
that there was insufficient Cv 
dence to commit him for trial, 
The inquest was adjourned 
until today.

should accept a freeze ON exports 
ar their current levels for a thrce- 
year period. 
Mr Barry Seal (West Yorkshire, 
Soc) said that it Bradford, once 
the heart of the wool textile indus- 
ty of the world, the point was 
being approached when there 
would be nothing left of that irl- 
dustry. The EEC and the Com- 
mission should follow the excal- 
Jent example of Belgium and 
France in the approach of their 
governments to the textile indus’ 
try. The size of the industry must 
be decided and zhen malnrained. 

The Commission shonld be more 
aggressive about promoting tex- 
tiles produced in the EEC. The 
EEC’s share of the market in the 
rest of the world had remained 
coustant for the last five vears, 
and that was nort Jn line with the 
increasing demand for téxtiles 
throughout the world.

Signor Renzo Filippi (ltaly, EPP) 
said that the Commission's policy 
had resulted in more unemplOoy- 
ment in the textile sector.”

renewal of the multifibre agree- 
ment. 

He said that the CommissIor 
argued that the Community could 
not have a muilğflbre agreement 
without a comprehensive vision 
of the Community’s textile induy- 
try. Individual EEC governments 
could not consider their textile 


industries without discussions 
with the Commission because 
there were Sû many interests at 


stake. 

Government had at least rea- 
lized rhar an ad hoc selecuve 
policy could not mecer the Commu- 
niky’s needs. There had to be & 
global and strategic policy, which 
was why the meeting of Industry 
Ministers would be discussing the 
morc general problems. The tex- 
tile strategy was part of ar over- 
all parcel. 

There was no such ting as RA 
Lexile industry. Within textiles 
there were different activiies— 
from clothing to the manufactures 
of fibres, which could not be 
compared. The Community could 
nor create a homogeneous SêCctor. 

The multfibre agreement had 
heen devised to gîve the European 
textile industry a breathing space 
because the Commission had 
Lhought ir was necessary for eco- 
nomic, social and regional rea. 
sons tO preserve important major 
textile activites in the Comnmu- 
niry,. The Commission wanted a 
policy of adjustment which would 
enable the Community to main- 
tain Its textile activities. 

Over the past four years (he 
continued) the multifibre agree- 
ment has worked viz-a-viz the 
developing countries, but our 
competitiveness has declned with 
respect to other industrial coun- 
tries. . This is the warning signal 
for the community. 

There had to be a change ot 
attitude towards research and 
development programmes, which 
should not be shaped by policies 
formed sector by sector, but 
should be part of a multipronged 
approach. A comprehensive 
approach was needed, 

„ The debate was held on a re- 
port on the renewal of the multi 
fibre arrangement drawn up by 
the Committee on External Eco- 
nomic Relations, which recom- 
mended that the Commission 
should seek a ten-year extension 
of the multifibre arrangemeut to 
give the textile industry in the 
developed 2 deyeloping coun- 

les a much needed lod of 
stability. e 

The report recommended that 
the Couocl of Ministers and the 
Commission should draw up pro- 
posals for developiog exports of 
textiles and clothing to markets 
outside tbe EEC. 

It also urged the Commisslon to 
conduct the negotiatious for the 
renewal of the multifibre arrange- 
met ûn new principles which 
should take account the fore- 
seecable evotation of consumption 
within the Commurrity and each 
member state, a fair opening up 
of third country markets and the 
need to maintain the present level 
of inrernalonal trade. 

In the imerest of exparndi! 
trade, bilaterial partners should 3 
requêsted to grant improved 
access to thelr domestic markets 
under the provisions of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. The purpose of a new 
multifibre arrangement should be 
to restore free trade in the textile 
sector, 


Mr Michael Welsh (Lancashire, 
Central, Ed), rapporteor for the 
corrnittee, said that the MFA 
represented the most developed 
area of Community commercial 
policy. The committce felt that it 
was not possible to produce a 
position which woud satisfy the 
industry, trade unions, retailers, 
x<onsumers and EEC partner cOun- 
tries. A consensus had t0 be 
found around which the various 
interests could rally.

If a snap vore were held today 
there is Jite doubt thar & 
restoration of National Service 
would win a popular majority. 
Gallup polls hare shown 46% 
per cent in favour of a purely 
military service. Random sur- 
revs of schoolmasters aid 
eyen classes of 16-yearolds 
show acceptance in principle 
rather than violent opposition.

Bur to the political, military 
and establisnments 
National Service is still an- 
athema. Who is righr, the peo- 
ple or its leaders? Could 
National Service be made pur- 
poseful or js this mere nostal- 
gia for the happier days of the 
1960s and for memories of 
greater national discipline ? 
Considering the decline suf- 
fered in our national affairs 
since 1963 under our political 
and trade unioa leaderships,

Yesterday, TI discussed the 
modern cant argumenr that a 
man without a job is not free,

in the long run, a “policy .. . to

money wages rise and ..„. prices. . . 
move constantly upwards. The policy 
... will . . „ entail a cumulative 
increase in the quantity of money 
and ”* can he secured at the expense 
of a constant depreciation of 
monty ” only. 

Even the Prime Minister would 
hardly say this as forcefully. The 
results thus foreshadowed material- 
ized over 30 years later—after some 
25 postwar years in many of which 
there had been clear prospects 11) 
of employment above that " critical 
level " set by the psycholugy of the 
time, (2) of consequent labour short- 
age< and (3) of any rise in individual 
costs ar charges iup to the current 
UK iuverage rate af increase) being 
able ı0 he absûrbed, wirhourt any 
really large section ever pricing 
itself out of ary really suhstantial 
market. In terms of the analysis 
quoted earlier, the first of these 
factors muy have been 
crucial, 

1o those terms of Profcssor Joan 
Robinsnn’s, Mrs Thatcher's present 
key policy fof pre-announced re. 
suraint of money demand to abate 
Jnflation) might be described as one 
of seeking tû raise the (psycholo- 
gically critical) “ Robinson " level 
that employment can by definition 
artain perhaps for many years, with- 
out setting off a cumulative process 
af inflation. (Something like a rise 
from, say, 90 per cenr today to 3 
figure much closer to 97 per cent 
is in mind.) Both may find this 
interpretation embarrassing and may 
therefore resist it strongly. But ;f 
some of the actions of the ‘one can 
perhaps be justified in terms of the 
analysis of the other, thê UK might 
be well on the way tnwards the 
economic cansensus and compromise 
which your leading article has 
suggested.

Sir. Your leader and Mr Massey's 
Iecter {April 6) dealing with the 
Chiurity Commissioners’ ruling that 
the two organizations under the 
umbrella of the Unification Church 
are praperly registered charities, 
and therefore have tax-free status, 
would iuppear to require amplifica- 
tion. Even if the Charity Commis- 
tionerts register a charity ir does 
nat automatically follow in every 
such case that the [Inland Revenue 
will treat the charity's income as 
tax-exemnpî. 7 

The Charity Commissioners are 
bound ro register a charity if irs 
objects are exclusively charitable, 
and they have no powers to refuse 
registration or the grounds tlhùut 
unsuitable persons are in charge 
of the organization or that the name 
is ünsuitable. 

‘However, ir occasionally happens 
that the Inland Revenue appeal to 
the High Court against a decision 
bv the Charity Commissioners to 
allow registrarton. Further, the In- 
land Revenue can refuse to repay 
tax on income coming into the 
hands of a registered charity on the 
grounds that such funds have not 
been expended for a charitable pur- 
pose (section 360, Income and 
Corporation Tax Act, 1970). I1n such 
a case the charity can appeal to 
the High Court. 

There is thus a recognized duty 
on the part of the Inland Revenue 
to monitor the proper use of charity 
funds, Possibly, in rhe case of the 
Moonies, ir might be held thar the 
expenditure af their funds was not 
for a charitable purpose. 

In 1976 the Goodman committee 
reported on the effect of charity 
law on voluntary organizations and 
made a number of valuable recom- 
mendations but so far the Goyern- 
ment have taken no action. More 
recently, the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants in England and Wales 
have published a new guide to

“A 
lot of people who are deaf 
appear to be mentally handi.- 
capped", said Dr Williams, “and 
becausé the causes of both are 
so similar you find more deaf 
people in hospital communities 
like this than you would in a 
normal community.” 

It was this difficulty in 
disentangling the causes of 
mental handicap and deafness 
— genetic, environmental, dis- 
ease or accident —~ that made 
Arthur and athers like him 
silent islands af sanity in an 
insane world. Deaf but not daft. 

An enlightened area health 
authority recerıtly carried out a 
survey of the 1,100 patients in 
the Royal Western Counties 
Hospital complex. Among: them 
were 95 deaf people. At about 
this time Dr Williams was 


joined by Barbara Kropka, a 
graduate psychologist seeking a 
project for doctoral research.

At. first glapce Arthur and his 
two friends looked a sad lire 
trio as they made tea in the 
training unit. He is severely 
deaf ard they are victims of 
Down"s syndrome, Yet they are 
part of an exciting movement in 
psychiatric medicine, 

Arthur and his companions 
will probably leave the Royal 
Western Counties Hospital for 
the mentally handicapped at 
Starcross, Devon, late this 
summer to set up home in a 
flat and get on with a normal 
life. 

The two friends will be 
Arthur's ears and part of his 
voice while he arganizes the 
household. For Arthur it will be 
the end of 31 years as a patient 
in wards to which he ‘should 
never have been admitted. 

He js not mentally handi- 
capped and never has been: or, 
as Dr Christopher Williams, the 


.clinical psychologist at the 
hospital, puts it: “He’s deaf but 
not daft". 


Arthur is a victim of the 
frightened kindness that was 
embodied in the old Mental 
Deficiency Act of 1913. He was 
put away for his own good after 
being caught trying to take 
some fruit from the front seat 
of a parked car when he was a 
boy of 12. 

He underwent the crude and 
brutal psychological labelling of 
the time, being described as 
feeble minded and of “low 
grade”, unapproachable by 
routine intelligence tests and 
unable to absorb education. In
